The 
defense claimed that Kaihbun, jealous 
of Hart, poisoned the coffee and after- 
wards drank a small quantity himself 
to allay the other's suspicion, not sus- 
pecting that the amount taken would be 
fatal.

BREYFUS» BOOK 


Captain Alfred Dreyfus, whose ex- 


periences shook France and held the 
•world in amazement, has completed 
his book. "Five year 'of my life, 1S84 
to 189S." It is now published simul- 
tanteous-ly in France, America and 
England. The book is published by 
the McClure's and is reviewed in Mc- 
Clure's magazine and the New York 
Herald. The captain 
describes 
the 


events 'of the great "affair" simply 
and directly, and in the uncolored 
story he relates he asks for a ver- 
dict of not guilty from mankind if it 
is not to be given him from official 
France. Nothing is omitted from the 
book; the story is told from beginning 
to end. The degradation he describes: 


"Nine o'clock struck. General Dar- 


ras, commanding the parade, grave the 
order to carry arms. "I suffered ago- 
nizingly, but held myself erect with 
all my strength. To sustain me I call- 
ed up the memory of my wife and chil 
dren. 
As sofcn as the sentence had 


been read out, I cried aloud, address- 
ing myself to ths troops:— 


" 'Soldiers, they are degrading an in- 


n'ocent man, 
Soldiers, they are dis- 


honoring: an inlnocent man. 
Vive la 


France, vive I'armee.' 


"A sergeant of the Republican guard 


came up to me. He tore off rapidly 
buttons, trousers stripea, the signs of 
my rank from cap and sleeves, and 
then broke my sword across his knee. 
I saw all these material emblems of 
my hon'or fall at my feet. Then, my 
whole being racked by a fearful par- 
oxysm, but with body erect and head 
high, I shouted again and again! to the 
soldiers and to the assembled crowd 
the cry of my soul:— 
'." 'I am innocent?" 


"The parade continued. I was com- 


pelled to make the v-h»le round of the 
square. I heard the howls of a de- 


' luted raob, I felt the thrill which I 


knew must be runing through those 
people, since they believed that before 
them 
was a 
convicted 
traitor to 


France; and I struggled to transmit to 
their hearts another 
thrill—belief in 


my innocence." 


On February 21, 1895, Captain Drey- 


fus saw his wife for the last time. He 
•was taken away to Devil's Island on 
that day, she not knowing of his de- 
parture. But that day "she asked that 


. they tie her hands behinH her back 
and let her kiss me." writes the cap- 
tain', and "the director gave a rough 
refusal." On the voyage to his island 
prison) he was confined in a convict's 
cell in the forward part of the ship's 
deck. He was without food and bed 
and it was bitter cold, the thermonv- 
«ter registering below zero. He writes 
of this: 


"The memory of my wife, whom I 


had left &. few hours before in com- 
plete 
ignorance of my 
departure, 


whom I had not even been able to em- 
brace; the memory of my children and 
all those 
dear 
friends whom I left 


behind me in sorrow and despair; my 
uncertainty as to the place whither 
they were takinfe me; the situation in 
•which I found myself—all threw me 
into a state that cannot be described. 
I could only fling myself 
upon tho 


ground in a corner of my neil and weep 
»nd shiver throughout the night." 


His hut on Devil's island 
covered 


only about 17 square yards, and in- an 
ante-chamber were the guards, who 
were ordered not to lose sight of their 
prisoner day or night. 
The captain 


was in torture. In the diary he kept 
for his wife he wrote: 


"It ia impossible for me to sleep. 


This cage before which 
the 
guard 


walks up and down 
like a. phantom 


appearing in my dreams, the plague 6£ 
Insects which run over my skin, the 
rage which is smothered in my heart 
that I should be here, whenl I have al- 
tvays and everywhere don* my duly- 
ill this overexcitea my nerves, wh'.h 
are already 
shattered, 
and 
drive? 


*way sleep. When shall I again pass 
* Calm and tranquil night? Perhaps 
irt>t until I find in the tomb the sleen 
*hat is everlasting. How sweet it will 
fo* to have no further concern with 
human viltn^ss and. cowardice! 


"The sea which I hear murmuring 


beneath my little window has always 
for me 
a 
strange fascination. 
It 


soothes my thoughts bitter and som- 
bre though they be. It recalls dear 
memories, the happy days I have pass 
ed with my wife and darling children. 


"I have again a violent sensation, 


which I felt on the boat, of being 
drawn almost i-resistibly towards th« 
sea, whose murmurous waters seem to 
call me with the voice of a comforter 
This tyrany of the sea over me is 
almost irresistible; on the boat I had' 
to close my eyes and call up the image 
of my wife not to yield to it." 


He left France, February 21 and not 


until June 12 was he permitted to re- 
ceive letters from his wife and family, 
written 
after his departure. 
After 


reading the letters: 


"How I can feel between every Una 


the grief and frightful agony of all 
those dear ones! The letters arrived 
here at the ertd of March, and must 
certainly have 
been 
sent back 
to 


France. So it takes more than three 
months for mall to reach me! I re- 
proach myself for having written dis- 
tressing letters to my wife when I 
first arrived here. I should have known 
how to bear my cross alone, rather 
than to inflict a share 'of my sufferings 
upon those who have a cruei burden 
of their owii" 


"Time dragged cruelly. Hope seems 


almost to have been abandoned. Ths 
strain was getting too heavy. More 
and more suspicious and watchful be- 
came the guards. 
The longing for 


home, family, friends 
and 
restored 


honor was destroying the man faster 
than his prison aittl his jailers: 


"I feel myself 
falling into black 


depths of despair. Then I ask myself, 
'What of my poor L-ucle and my chil- 
dren?' No. I will not abandon them. 
With all the strength that in me lies, 
so long- as I have a shadow 'of vitality 
I will keep faith with those who be- 
long to me. I must make whole my 
honor and the honor of my children!." 


On July 12: 
"The martyrdom they make me en- 


dure is too fearful. It is their duty to 
guard me, to prevent my going away— 
if so be that I have ever shown the 
intention, for the only thing I seek and 
wish is my honor—but I am followed 
everywhere; all I do is a matter of 
suspicion and rebuke. Whenl I walk 
they »ay 1 am tiring out the guard 
who must accompany me, and if I 
say that I will not leave my hut they 
threaten to punish me. But in the end 
the day of light will come." 


On September 10: 
"I am so utterly weary," he cries: 


"so broken down in body and soul that 
today I stop my diary not befog able 
to foresee how long my strength will 
hold out, or what day my brain will 
succumb under the weight of so great 
a burden. 


After this, mariy months, came hia 


return to France, to the Rennes court- 
martial and only then, and from the 
lips of Maitre Labori, did he learn of 
what had happened while he was on 
Devil's- island: 


"I learned of the long, series of mis- 


deeds and disgraceful crimes consti- 
tuting the indictment against my in- 
nocence. I was told of the heroism 
and the great efforts of noble men, the 
unflinching struggle undertaken by 
that handful of men of lofty character, 
opposing their own courage and hon- 
esty to the cabals of falsehood and in- 
iquity. I had never doubted that jus- 
tice would be done, therefore Maitre 
Labori's- account of these events was 
a great blow to me. My illusions with 
regard to some of my former chiefs 
were gradually dissipated, 
and 
my 


soul was filled with anguish. I was 
seized with an overpowering pity and 
sorrow for that army of France which 
I loved."

1900-1001 lu North Adam* 


The close of the theatrical season of 


1900-1901 will be recorded i:ext Tuesd?J 
evening, when "The royal box" will be 
presented in the Richmond theater. 
There is little prospect of anything af- 
ter that in the 
way of 
legitimate 


theatricals, and it will be of interest 
at this time to review briefly the sea- 
son. 


This has been the most important 


dramatic season that North Adams 
has had, as a. result of the opening of 
the new Richmond theater, which made 
is possible to bring to the city a more 
elaborate class ofattractions than ever 
before, and also aroused a keener in- 
terest in theatrical matters than had 
been displayed in the past. Authori- 
ties differ as to whether this has been 
a successful theatrical season through 
the country or not, but it is certain 
that it has been most successful in 
North Adams and that this has been 
regarded as one of the banner cities in 
New England for 
good, attractions. 


The interest which greeted the open- 
ing of the Richmond held through the 
year, and audiences were for the most 
part large. 


While the 
Richmond 
monopolized 


most of the big attractions and most 
of the audiences, the other theaters 
were not idle. The complete list of 
attractions for the three houses given 
below, will prove of interest 
as 
a 


means of reviewing the season in the 
three theaters. 


The Richmond has of course had the 


most and the largest attractions. Open- 
ing with Viola Allen in "In the palace 
of the king," one of the most elabor- 
ate productions ever presented here, 
the house had an unusually large num- 
ber of offerings of more than ordinary 
merit.

purely repertoire house. "Our new min- 
ister" was presented in the Columbia 
and afterwards to a crowded house in 
the Richmond. The most

The Wilson, which this year closed

The house had nothing of 
especial merit except one night of 
opera, which wss so slimly attended 
that its second night was not given.

House WlsL.ce Es Wa» Killed to Be 


I'nt on Exhibition. 


The house in St. Joseph, Mo., which 


was for some time the home of Jesse 
James, the noted band'^k and where 
Bob Ford, a member of the gang, as- 
sassinated him will be removed to 
Krug. park au^Mbecome one of the at- 
tractions of that resort, says the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The house 


since the death of the bandit has been 
one of the sights which strangers ask 
to visit. All the noted actors who have 
visited St. Joseph in 20 years hare 
made pilgrimages to the Jesse James 
home -when they vrere in that city. 


The room in which the bandit was 


assassinated has never been occupied 
since Jesse Tvas caught off guard by 
Ford, who isent a bullet 
crashing 


through his brain. Much of the furni- 
ture which was used by the James 
family at the time of the tragedy is 
still in the room, although the larger 
pieces of tae bedroom set were remov- 
ed by the widow of the bandit when 
she left the city. The ckair upon which 
Jesse stood when he dnsted the cob- 
webs off the picture that hung on the 
east wall, the opportunity seized by 
Ford for firins the fatal shot, is Etill 
there, althougu badly disfigured by 
relic hunters. The house hae always 
been rented to occupants with the ex- 
press understanding that they were not 
even to invade the room In which 
Jesse James was killed. 


It. is with peculiar feelings that the 


visitor steps from the comfortably fur- 
nished rooms of the building into the 
one where the bandit died. The con- 
trast impresses the sightseer forcibly. 
There in the \vall several inches to the 
right of the east door Is the gaping 
hole made by the bullet that killed 
Jesse James after 
having passed 


through his brain. The wall paper has 
been torn from the walls on all sides 
as high as a man can reach by relic 
hunters, and the woodwork has been 
cut and hacked on nil sides by those 
eager to carry away some memento 
of the old James home. On every avail- 
able square inch of wall surface people 
of all nationalities, conditions and ages 
have written their names. There was 
once a fence around the lot, but that 
has followed the wall paper bit by bit 
and has been accompanied by every 
tree, shrub and flower in the yard. 


Record For Coaling: 


There appeared in a recent issue of 


Collier's Weekly, under a full page 11- 
lu&tration of British sailors coaling 
•hip, the statement that "the navy of 
Great Britain holds today the world's 
coaling record, the battleship Mars of 
the channel squadron having accom- 
plished the extraordinary feat of stor- 
ing away 203.8 tons in one hour." Tho 
navy department claims that two of 
the United States battleships have 
eclipsed this record, says the Washing- 
ton Star. During the recent stay of 
the north Atlantic squadron at Pensa- 
cola, Fla., the battleship Alabama took 
on no less than 258 tons in one hour, 
and before tbat feat was accomplished 
tbe record was held by the flagship 
Kearsarge, at the rate of 216 tons per 
hour.

Nearly i dozen restaurant and board 


ing house keepers made huge efforts to 
restrain their 
indignation in 
police 


court this morning as they were lined 
up to answer to the charge of viola- 
tion of the oleomargarine law, in ans- 
wer to the summons served on them 
yesterday, as reported in ypgterday's 
Transcript. 


All of them pleaded not guilty, and 


as the commonwealth 
and. 
defon-ie 


were both unprepared 
for trial, the 


cases were all continued till May 17. 
Each defendant was put under person- 
al recognisance of $200. Only one of 
the defendants, a woman, 
protested 


against the continuance of the cases, 
saying that she xvarited them settled 
up at once, but her lawyer quickly ex- 
plained that 'this would not be pos- 
sible. 


Some of the defendants were charged 


with serving olemargarine in place of 
butter, some with selling, and some 
with having for sale. Those charged 
with serving to guests were Charles 
H. Moon, James H. 
Kevlin, 
Phcbe 


Ferry, Mary Cough, Peter Sorell, John 
W. Purcell, Edward A. Gorrey, Chas. 
A. Gallup, and Martha Tun-ell. Those 
charged with 
having with intent te

Glazier, Those charged with selling 
were Wlllam Gervais and Robert Arm- 
strong of the Boston butter store, there 
being three counts against each of the 
two latter, two for selling and one for 
having with intent to sell. Lawyer 
Couch represents most of the defend- 
ants, Lawyer Harrington appearing for 
the others 


Most of the defendants, especially the 


boarding house and restaurant keep- 
ers, were indignant over 
the 
cases, 


several of them saying

they 


bought what they supposed was but- 
ter, it being sold under that name, and 
that they had no intention of using 
oleomargarine:

Sunday ScSlool Convention 


The evening1 session of tho conven- 


tion of the North Berkshire Sunday 
school association, which was held at 
the Methodist church yesterday, as re- 
ported in this paper, was not largely 
attended. It began 
with a musical 


service at 7.30 oYlock and at the close 
of this an address was delivered bv 
Mrs. Flora B. Stebbins of Fitchburg, 
state secretary ot the homo depart- 
ment. It may not be understood by all 
that the home department of a Sun- 
day school is organized i'or the pur- 
pose of gon.g out among i. l>p!e viho 
do not attend church or Sunday school 
and trying to interest then) in these 
things. Mrs. Stebbins said some hesi- 
tate to take up this department be- 
cause they think there is too much 
work in it, but nothing that is of any 
account will run itself. "We have 
to 


work for all that is worth having. She 
told of a minjster who cOmDlained 
that many of his congregation were 
suffering with spiritual gout, and said 
that the figure might be understood by 
those familiar with the fact that gout 
is usually caused by eating too much and 
doing too little. "We pro to church and 
are fed by the pastors, but if we do no 
more than this we are in danger of 
spiritual gout. 


The home department has set many 


Christians to work. It has brought 
many into the Sunday school and has 
led many to reading- the bible. Mrs. 
£J:eblfns believed 
the reason 
why 


many boys and youn:? men do not go 
Sunday school is because they feel that 
they are of no use there. They must: 
be set to work through the home de- 
partment and taught to do for others. 
The movement is expected to spread 
all over the country, and it is believed 
that great good will come from it, not 
only to those who are sought out and 
brought into the church and Sunday 
school, but to those who do the work. 


Dr. A. E. "Winship of Boston, editor 


of the Journal of Education, spoke on 
Sunday school uorlc and some of the 
things tha.t are necessary to the suc- 
cessful teacher. In these days, he said 
when only vast things count and for- 
tunes are made in a day, there arp 
some who do not give sufficient time 
to these things, and we hear criticism 
of our Sunday school work. It is true 
that we are not accomplishing all that 
we would, but religious failures 
are 


not the only ones. Tno law is great, 
and the lawyers think they know about 
all there is to be known, but when 
they point out to us that we do not get 
everybody into the church wemayrenly 
that out of a given £000 murderers 
only 1500 are executed and'that during 
the last 11 years v.e have lynched 40 
per cent more criminals than have been 
executed by law. The doctors and 
scientists have discovered that nearly 
every disease is caused by germs, but 
they have not 
discovered how 
to 


handle the germs, and people continue 
to die. So when lawyers and doctors 
come forward to criticise the work of 
the church and Sunday school we may 
well remind 
them that 
they hav? 


troubles of their own. 


The wo)Ic of the Sunday school, said 


the speaker, is to look after the relig- 
ious education of youth. "We have not 
yet begun to appreciate the possibili- 
ties of S iff) day school work. The teach- 
er should be familiar with bible bis- 
tory and should stick to fundamentals, 
leaving out all that is not fundamental. 
Yfe know now that the earth was not 
created in six literal days, 
but 
this 


maljes no difference in our belief 
in 


God. "We must go to 
the 
bible 
for 


standards of life and 
thinking, for 


this is the book of standards. 'I am
